days from the date of pnblicatic/n in the Official Gazette.

DRAFT RULES 

1. Short title.—These rules may be called the Dadra ahd 
Nagar Haveli Prevention of Fragmentation and Consolidation 
of Holdings Rules, 1983. 

2. Definitions.— In these rules, unless the context requires 
othciwise.— 

(d) “Act” means the Bombay Prevention of Fragmen¬ 
tation and Consolidation of Holdings Act, i947; 

(b) “Form"'means a form appendod to these rules; 

(c) “Section’’ means a section of (he Act; 

(d) Words and expressions used in these rules, hut not 
defined shall have the meanings assigned to them 
in Ihe Act. 

3. Publication of standard areas..—After a notification 
under sub-section (2) of Section 4 or sub-section (3) of 
Section 5 is published in the Official GAzetle, the Collector 
.shall cause the contents thereof to be published by affixing 
translations of the same in the regional language of the 
taluka kache.^'i of the taluka Mamlatdar at the Patclad or 
other prominent place in each of the villages concerned in 
the regional language pf such village. 

4. Entry of Fragments where Record of Rights does not 
exist. 
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In a village where there is no Record of Rights, all frag- by sub-section (1) of Section fi in the following form:—

5. Application for transfer of any land for specified piib- 
lic purpose.—Any person desiring to obtain permission for 
transferring any land for any public purpose specified under 
.section g-A may make an application in that behalf to the 
Collector. The Collector shall, on being satisfied that the 
transfer of land is for a public purpose so specified grant 
the permission applied for. 

6, Manner of choosing by lot co-shares for allotment of 
share of land or money compensation under sub-section (2) 
of section 8 AA.—(1) The Court, of the Collector, as the 
case may be, shall first fix the number of co-shares to whom 
a share of land may provided and the number of co-sharcs 
to ■whom money compensation may be given and shall call 
upon all the co-sharers by a wiittcn notice to be present 
before the Court of the Collector, as the case may be. oh a 
date specified in such notice, 

(2) On the date specified in Ihe notice leferred to in 
sub-rule (1), or such future date to which the proceedings 
may be adjouined, the Court or the Collector, as the case 
may he, shall in the presence of the co-shareis or their re¬ 
presentatives, who may be present on that day ;— 

fi) prepare as many identical slips of paper as there 
are co-sharers; 

(ii) write the name of each co-sharer on a separate 
slip on one side and fold all such slips in identical 
manner so as to completely enclose the name writ¬ 
ten thereon; 

(ili") place all the slips in an empty box of suitable size 
and thoroughly mix them by shaking the box; 

(iv) ask one of the co-sharers or any other person who 
may be present there to take out from the box with 
land hut without looking at the box, one by one, 
as many folded slips as the numl')er of co-sharers 
fixed under shb-rule fl) for allotting share of land. 

f3) The co-sharers vyhose names appear in the slips so 
taken out shall be entitled to get share of land and the 
remaining co-sharers shall be entitled to get money compen¬ 
sation. 

14) If on the date specified in the notice issued under sub¬ 
rule d) all or more than half the number of co-sharers

are absent, the Court or the Collector as the case may be, 
may dr.aw the lots as provided in sub-rule (2) in th® pre¬ 
sence of not less than three panchas to be selected by the 
Collector or the Court. 


7. Manner of depositing compensation by ’ a co-sharer.— 
The Court or Collector making partition of land shall, after 
determining the amount of compensation payable by each 
co-sharer in icspect of the excess value of land he gets over 
the share of land legally due to him, call upon the co- 
sharers conceined by a notice in writing te deposit, in the 
case of C'ourt, with the Court, and in the case of a Collfc- 
(or. in the nearest Government treasury, the amount of 
compensation payable by him within one month from the 
date of receipt of the notice by him. Where the amotint 
is depo.sitcd in a Government treasury, the co-sharer shall 
produce the receipted challpn from the treasury before the 
Collector within seven days from the date of deposit of the 
amoimt by him. 

H. Publication of notification under section 15.—After a 
notification under section 13 is published in the official 
Gazette, the Collector shall cause the contents thereof to 
be published by beat of drum in each of the villages con¬ 
cerned and by affixing tr.mslations of the same m the regional 
language of the territory or Mamlatdar Kacheri of the 
territory and at the Patelad or other prominent place in 
each of the villages concerned in the regional language of 
such village. 

9. Statement, jecords and maps to be included in schemed 
A scheme for the consolidation of holdings prepared under 
sub-section (I) of section 14 shall .contain the following 
statements records and maps, namely :— 

<i) A map of the village showing all the existing sur- 
vevv numbers and their sub-divisions and recognised 
road, cart-tracks and foot-paths and aicas assigned 
for public purposes such as burial or cremation 
grounds, grazing areas, or threshing floor; 

(ii) another village map which shall be a copy of the 
one mentioned in ti) but e.xhihiting in red lines 
or other marking how the original position of exist¬ 
ing survey numbers, their sub-divisions, recognised 
roads, cart-tracks, foot-paths and areas assigned for 
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public purposes will be altered alter the consolidii- 
tion scheme becomes operative; 

(lii) a statement showinp the names of the owners of 
holdings with puiiiciilars of Suivcv No. Hissa No. 
class of land, ttnure, area, a^iessmcni and other 
rights or encumbrances, if any (after getting the 
Record of Rights up-to-date), 

tiv) A statement showing the names ot the ovners to 
whom the new consolidated holdings uic allotted 
with particulars of suivev No., Hissa No , class of 
land tenure, area, assessment and othci lights oi 
encumbi ances, if any, the fact whether the new 
holding is a fragment and the reasons for not conso¬ 
lidating it, 

(v) a statement showing the compensation to be given 
or recovered consolidation from the owneis cen- 
cerned; 

(\i) a brief statement as to the action, if any, taken, in 
pursuance of section 16 and 17; 

(vii) a statement .showing the objections and suggestions 
in respect of the scheme made to the consolidation 
Officer by the Village Committee, which viere not 
accepted by him, together with the reasons for 
which they have been overruled by him. 

(viii) Such other particulars as may be required by the 
Collector in this behalf. 


10. Procedure for grouping land.s in village into blocks.— 
(1) In pieparing a scheme for the consolidation of holdings 
under section 14, the Consolidation Officer shall divide the 
lands in a village into such number of blocks as he may 
deem appropriate : 

Provided that the number of blocks in any village shall 
not'exceed four without the prior .approval of the Collec- 

toi. 

(2) In dividing the lands into bloclcs, the Consolidation 
Olficer shall have legaid to the following factors namely;— 

ii) the kind and number of crops grown in the said 
village, 

(ii) the quality of the soil; 

Ciii) irrigational facilities ; 

(iv) pioximity to village site or other residential area 
in the village or hamlet of it. 

11. Manner of allolmcnt of new plots to owners.—The 
Consolidation Ofliccr shall allot new plots to each owner 
in the following mannci, namely :— 

(a) The owners who mutually ugtee to exchange their, 
lands with a view to cunsoTidating their holdings 
may be allotted the lands agreed to be exchanged 
provided such agreement is given to the Consoli¬ 
dation Officer in writing and the Consolidation 
Officer, in consultation with the Village rommiltee 
is satisfied that no correction of any kind has been 
brought on the owners concerned fo scciiie such 
agreement. 

fb) Every owner shall as far as may be fea.sible be 
allotted land in the blocks where he— 

(i) holds the largest and principal part of his hold¬ 
ings; ot 

(ii) has his residential house; or 

fiii) holds land in which he has made improvement of 
a permanent nature. 

fc) in allotting new plot of land to any owner in lieu 
of a plot of land taken away from him. the Conso¬ 
lidation Officer shall, ,as far as may be feasible allot 
land of a similar kind as the one vvhich is taken 
away from him. 


12. Other matters to be taken into consideration m pre¬ 
paring a scheme.—In preparing a scheme for the consohda- 
iion of litildings under section 14 the Con.solidatiun Officer, 
shall, in addition to ine nlatters mentioned in sub seciion 
(2) of section 14 have regard to the light ol purchase I’f 
tenants under the iclcvent Regulation. 

13. Publication of dcdaration under section 16.—The de¬ 
claration under siib-section ( I ) of section 17 shall be pub¬ 
lished m the villa.ge b> alhxiiig copies of the same for Ihiity 
days at a prominenl place on the road, street, lane oi path 
concerned and at the Palelad or other piominenl pla-c m 
the village concei tied m the regional language oi the village, 
ft shall also be announced in the village by beat of drum 
that the ■ dcclaralion has been so published and lhal objec¬ 
tions, if any, to the dcciaiaUcn and claims, if any, for com¬ 
pensation on account of the estinctiOu or diminution of any 
interest or light other than the right of public highway, on 
or over the said road, street, lane or path should be sub¬ 
mitted to the Consolidation Officer within thirty days. 

14. Publication of draft scheme by the Consolidation 
Officer.—^The draft scheme of consolidation prepared under 
.section 14 together with the maps, statemcnis, lists and 
particulars mentioned in rule 7, shall be published by the 
Consolidation Olficer by affixing copies of the same along 
with a notice m Form 1 lor thirty days at the Patelad or 
other piommcnt place in each of the villages concerned in 
the regional language of such village, ft snail also be an¬ 
nounced m each ot the villages concerned by heat of drum 
that the scheme has been so published and that objections, 
it any, .should be submitted to the Consolidation Officer, 
within thirty days, A copy oi the notice in Form I .shall al»o 
be affixed for thirty days at the Mamlatdar office of this 
Icn-itory of regional language of the tcrritoiy.

16 Publication of amended draft scheme by Collector.— 
The Collectoi shall publish the further amended scheme 
iindei clause (d) of sub-section (2) of section 19 by affix¬ 
ing a copy thereof along with a notice in Form 111 for iif-^ 
teen day!> at the Patelad or other prominent place in each 
of the villages concerned in the regional language of such 
village. It shall also be announced in each of the villages 
concerned by beat of dfimi that the amended scheme has 
been so published and (hat objections, if any, should be 
submitted to the Collectoi within fifteen days. A copy of 
the notice in form 111 shall also be affixed for fifteen days 
at the ^^amlatdal■ oificc of this territory in the legional 
laiigiiHge of the territory. 

17, Publication of conlirmed scheme—Aftei the notifica¬ 
tion stating that the scheme as eonfinned is published in the 
(.tfficial Ciazette as lequired hy sub-section (1) of section 20, 
the consolidation Ofliecr shall cause the scheme .is confirm¬ 
ed to he published by affixing copies of the same at the 
Palelad or othci piominent place in each of the villages 
concerned in the icgional language of such village. It shall 
also be announced in each such village by beat of drum 
that the scheme has been so published A notice in Form IV 
.shall also be affixed at the Mamlatdar office in the regional 
language of the territory. 

18, Manner of eviction of any person from land under 
sub-section IZ-.A) ot section 20.—^Eviction of any person 
fiom any land under siib-scction (2-A) of the section 20 
shad be made by the Consolidation Officer by serving notice 
m Form V on the pet son oi persons in possession requiring 
them within such time a.s may appear reasonable after re¬ 
ceipt of the_ said notice fo vacate the land and if such 
iioi'ice is not obeyed by removing physically or deputing 
a subordinate to remove physically any person who may 
refuse to vacate the same. 

19, Manner ol depositing eompcnsatloo under snb-section 
t3) of section 20.—The amount of compensation to he de¬ 
posited by any owner under sub-scction (3) of section 20 
shall be deposited by him in the nearest Treasury or paid 
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to the village Accountant Palet Telat of the villalge con¬ 
cerned and a copy of the challan in token of credit in the 
Treasury or as the case may be the receipt granted by the 
village Accountant, shall he produced by him before the 
Consolidation Officer. 

20. Manner of reallotment of a holding under sub-section 
( 4 ) of section 21 .—The right in a holding shall be re¬ 
allotted by the Consolidation Officer under sub-section (4) 
of section 20 in the following manner:— 

The Consolidation Officer shall announce in the village 
concerned through the village officer and by beat of drum 
and also by affixing a notice in the regional language of the 
territory at the Patelad or .other prominent place in the 
village, the fact of the default committed by the person to 
whom the holding was allotted and of its availability for 
reallolment and invite applications stating the value at" 
which the applicant may wish it to be allotted to them. After 
considering these applications, the Consolidation Officer shall 
reallot the -holding fo the highest bidder. 

Provided that— 

(i) where two or more applicants who own the adjoin¬ 
ing holding or holdings and cultivate them per¬ 
sonally, offer the same bid, the holding may be 
reallotted to him whose application was received 
first; 

(ii) where two or more applicants offer the same bid 
and one of them owns the adjoining holding or 
holdings and cultivates them personally, the hold¬ 
ing- may be reallotted to the latter applicant; and' 

(iii) where two or more applicants _ offer the bid and 
none of them owns the adjoining holding or hold¬ 
ings, the holding may be reallpued to him whose 
application was received first, 

21. “Form of certificate pf transfer.—^The certificate of 
transfer 'under sub-section (1) of section 23 shall be given 
by the Consolidation Officer m Form VI or Form VII, as 
the case may require. 

22. Period for -making application under sub-section (2) 
of section 25.—The period for making an application for 
possession under clause (b) of the sub-section ( 2 ) of section 
25 shall be twenty-one days, from the date of the proclama¬ 
tion in the Village by the Consolidation Officer under the 
said section. 

23. Procedure for putting mortgager or other encumbrancer 
into possession of new holding.—Ir, crse where a lessee, 
mortgagee or other. en;umbrancer appears to the Consoli¬ 
dation Officer to be entitled to possc^ision of a holding 
under sub-section (3) of the section If, the Consolidation 
Officer shall issue a notice to the owner to. show cause within 
fifteen days why the lessee, mortgagr-^ or other en¬ 
cumbrancer, as the case -may be, should t d be put into pos¬ 
session of his holding. If the owner fa/ to show cause or 
if the Consolidation Officer is satisfied that the cause shown 
by the Owner is not adequate, he shall put the lessee, mort- 
aga^ee or other encumbrancer, as the case may be, into pos¬ 
session of the holding and get the Record of Rights in res¬ 
pect of the holding corrected accordingly.

24. Manner of publication of order passed tinder sub¬ 
section. (f) of section 29.—The copy of the order passed by 
the Consolidation Officer under sub-'section (1) of section 29 
shall be published in the manner prescribed for the publica¬ 
tion of a draft scheme of Consolidation under rule 14. 

25. Appeal against' order under sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 29.—(I) Every appeal under section 29 shah be made 
within thirty days from the date of publication of the order 
of the Consolidation Officer. 

(2) Such appeal shall be made iff the form of petition, 
briefly and clearly specifying the grounds of objection to the 
order appealed against and shall be accompanied by a copy 
of such order. 


26. Manner of transferring or mortgage, debt, leaae ^ 
other encumbrance to new holdings.—^In transferring a nio»t- 
gage, debt or other encumbrance under sub-section (U) 06 
section 28 and subject to the' decision of the Collector under 
sub-section 14 ) of section 29 in ordering a transfer of a 
lease under sub-section (1) of-section 29, the Consoli.iatioa 
Officer shall observe the following rules, namely :— 

(i) "Where a new holding is of the same market value 
as the original one, the whole of the encumbrances 
attaching to the latter shall be transferred to the 
former; 

(ii) If the new holding is of a substantially greater mar¬ 
ket value than the original one, the mortgage a:^ 
other encumbrances attaching to the latter shall be 
transferred to the former subject to the conditioa 
that the mortgagee and other creditors will agree 
to such reasonable reduction in the rate of interests 
as may be fixed by the Consolidation Officer haying 
regard to the substantially better security provided 
by the new holding mid that the lessee shall pay to 
the owner, subject to the provisions of the relevant 
tenancy law, such reasonable rent in respect of the 
new holding as might be fixed by the Consolidation 
Officer. 

27. .Application for permission for transfer of consolidat¬ 
ed hoKInig and the conditions for such transfer.—(1) N® 
consol.daicd holding shall be transferred as provided by 
cl.ui"c (111 i)I scci'on 31 (such transfer not being a mortgage 
in favour of a co-oiiciatbc land moilgage bank a primary 
land mort-:.igc bank of a piiiuaiA civ-opciative society) except 
with the pciiiiisMon 01 ihc Collc.ioi’ after making an-appMca-i 
tion to him in tbdt behalf; 

(2) The transfer of a consolidated holding may be per¬ 
mitted by the Collector subject to the condition that the 
owner 'shall, subject to the provisions contained in the 
relevant tenancy law relating to restrictions on transfers of 
agricultural lands, and acquisition of holding and lands, 
first offer it in succession and at the price fixed by the Col¬ 
lector to (i) the tenant of the holding of his heirs, fii) the 
Owner of the adjoining holding provided he cultivates it per¬ 
sonally or to the tenant of the adjoining holding, and (iii) 
such bona fide cultivators in the village as have insufficient 
land of their own for their maintenance: 

Provided that notwithstanding' anything contained in this 
sub-rule, mutual exchange of holdings, allotted under the 
scheme, other than by sale, may, subject to the provisions 
contained in the relevant' tenancy law relating to restrictions 
on transfers of agricult'ural lands and acquisition of holdings 
and lands, be permitted by the -Collector, if the holdings 
are cultivated personally by the parties to the exchange. 

(3) Where a consolidated holding has been mortgaged 
in favour of a co-operative land mortgage bank, a primary 
land mortgage bank or a primay co-operative society, such 
mortgage shall be subject to the condition that the wfii^e 
Of the consolidated holding ghall be deemed to have been 
mortgaged and in case of default in payment of the loan 
to the bank or as the case may be, the society the whole 
considerated holding shall be liable to be sold for recovery 
of the arrears of loan. 

28. Publication of order under section 31-A.—TTie order 
made by the Settlement Commissioner under section 31-A, 
shall be published by affixing a copy of the same together 
with a notice in Form VIII for fifteen days at the patelad

in the regional language of such village. It shall also M 
announced in each of the villages concerned by beat of 
drum that the order has been so published.

29. Publication of draft variation imdw sub-seetioa (t)

30, Publication of varied scheme under sub-section (3A) 
of section 32,—After the notification stating that the scheme 
has been varied is published in the official Oazette under 
sub-section (3-A) of section 32. the Consolidation Offi’tr 
shall cause the scheme so varied to be published by affixing 
copies of the same together with a notice in Porm X at the 
patelad or other promment place in each of the village 
conccined in the regional language of such village. It shall 
also be announced in each such village by beat of drum 
that the scheme so varied has been so published. A copy of 
the notice in Form X shall also bs fi.\cd at the Kachcii of 
the Mamlatdar in the regional of the territory. 

31. Constitution of Village Committee.—(1) The Consoli¬ 
dation Olficer shall constitute a Village Committee for 
village or group of villages, as may be deemed necessary 
by him, consisting of two representatives of land-owners 
cultivating land personally, one representative of tenants, 
'if tile extent of lands held by the tenants in the viUago does 
not exceed half the extent of the land held and cultivated 
personally by the land-owners in the village and two repre¬ 
sentatives of tenants if it so exceeds and a representative 
of each of the Village Panchayats concerned. Ho shail on a 
previously apMinted day, notice of which shall be given 
by him to the villages concerned sufficiently in advance 
through the village officers, hold a meeting of the adult 
villagers of the village or villages as the case may be for 
the purjtose of electing by a simple majority the represen¬ 
tatives of land-owners and tenants. The representative of 
the Village Panchayat shall be nominated oy the Village 
Panchayat 

(2) The Consolidation OlTieer shall select one of the mem¬ 
bers of the Village Committee to be the Chairman of the 
Committee. 

(3) The Village Committee shall meet as and when 
required by the Consolidation Officer and .shall decide all 
questions by a majority of votes of the members present and 
voting. The Chaiiman shall have a casting vote in c.ise of 
equality of votes. The quorum for meeting shall be three. 

(4) Where the adult villagers fail to select the represen¬ 
tative of land owners and tenants or where the Village Pan¬ 
chayats fails to nominate its representative, the Consolidation 
Officer shall after recording reasons in writing, nominate 
the representatives of the Village Committee, 

(5) The Committee shtdl stand dissolved after the consoli¬ 
dation scheme in respect of the villages or village, as the 
cases may he, is enforced. 

32. Other duties and functions of Village Committee.— 
The Villnge Committee constituted under section 34A shall 
discharge and perform the following duties and functions, 
lu addition to these imposed or assigned by the Regulation, 
namely :— 

(1) It shall advice the Consolidation Officer in the 
matters specified below ;—■ 

(.a) Fixing the number and extent of .blocks in which 
the lands in the village may be devided and 
grouped. 

Cbj Determining the extent of land which may be 
leserved for any common purpose and selecting 
land for the said purpose. 

(c) Such other matters as may be referred to it by 
the Consolidation Officer of the Collector. 

(2) It shall endeavour to bring about mutual agreements 
between owner for exchanse of holdings with a 
view to consolidating them, 

(3) It shall assist the Consolidation Officer in cnfoic- 
ing the scheme after it is confirmed. 


(4) It shall report to the Consolidation Officer any 
tiausfers of land which may have t,ikcn place in 
the village during the continuance of the consolida¬ 
tion proceeding.?. 

33. Determination of aica and assessment of rcconsjituted 
holdings.—tl) Where the reconstituted holding includes a 
portion of a survey number or a suh-divfsicm of a survey
